At 5:50 o'clock the balloon disap- 


peared from view, gaining altitude 
slowly as the sun's rays warmed and 
expanded its 210.000 cubic feet of 
hydrogen gas.

Maj. William Kedner, flight pilot, 


made the announcement in a radio 
talk with Ma]. Gen. Benjamin D.

Kepner revealed the bal- 


loon had been maintained at the 
15,000 foot level for two hours. 


Closing the porthole shut off out- 


side air, and Kedner announced the 
balloonists were turning on their 
oxygen tanks to supply artificial air 
inside the gondola. 


Get Word Of Gale 


Des Moines, la., July 28.—A report 


that a moderate gale, a wind of from 
50 to 55 miles an hour, was blowing 
at a 20,000 foot level in the area into 
which the stratosphere balloon was 
drifting was relayed to the flyers 
from the Chicago weather bureau 
today. 


"Whew! Oh, boy," exclaimed Cap- 


tain A. W. Stevens, the radio oper- 
ator aboard the balloon, when he 
heard the news. 


According to a report picked up 


by an NBC unit stationed here, the 
balloon was drifting toward North 
Platte, Neb., but the fliers expected 
their course to change toward the 
east by noon.

iffs, an income tax for schools, util- 
ity and election reforms in his call, 
if and when issued. He has been 
at loggerheads with chieftains of his 
own party on these topics for many 
years. 


His announcement also indicated 


he may throw the session open to 
consideration of methods for revis- 
ing the constitution, a subject which 
even its sponsors would oppose in a 
special session just before election 
•whore interests are divided and the 
time crowded. 


Political circles here can see no 
other fate for a special session open 
to topics extraneous to the immedi- 
ate emergency of relief than that It 
would become a campaign arena. 


May Run Two Months. 


It is unlikely that a session open 


to a. score or more topics could be 
adjourned in less than a month. 
More probably it would run nearer 
two months to the middle of Octo- 
ber if the most frequently mention- 
ed date of August 20 is set for con- 
vening. October 20 is less than three 
weeks away from election day. 


Unquestionably, if Governor Pln- 


chot throws the session wide open, 
Democrats in the legislature will 'in- 
troduce measures

platform. Many of these bills will 
be lost in the shuffle or deliberately

Passengers Terrorized. 


The passengers were terrorized 


and forced to hold up their hands. 


During the holdup the train stop- 


ped for water north of here. 
The 


famous circus rallying cry of "Hey 
Rube!" caused a dozen of circus em- 
ployes to gather in an attempt to 
route the bandits. 


As the circus men charged on the 


bandits, the negroes opened fire. La- 
russo was struck and fell .mortally 
wounded. 


Another circus employe, William 


Smith of Chicago, was hit In the 
head and wounded. 


Frightened by the shooting of two 


men, the bandits fled. 


Later a posse took eight negroes 


off a freight train at Lagrange and 
two of them were held as suspects.

shots exchanged with a guard before the two cars with the fugi- 
tives in them sped away. 


Prison breaks have become of too frequent occurrence, 


probably would be impossible to prevent an occasional escape 
bv meiTdesperate enough to brave any odds for freedom. 
The 


frequency with which such escapes are being made, however, 
indicates'an oversight somewhere or a lack of proper diligence 
on the part of prison authorities.

Was the force of 


guards reduced dangerously by attendance upon the game? 


Prison authorities generally need to check up on the safe- 


guards they are supposed to maintain against escape.

And 
it is the box-office pull that determines the size of salaries in the mov- 
ing picture world. An actor or actress may have the greatest possible 
talent, as measured by the highest artistic standards, but if this is not 
the kind that appeals to popular fancy and brings dollars into the box 
office the possessor of such talent never gets high on the pay roll. 


Often the mere fact, or supposition, that a film actor receives an 


unusually high salary is sufficient to increase his drawing power. Pro- 
ducing companies, therefore, are pleased when reports get abroad that a 
star is in the high figures even though he may not be. Exaggerated re- 
ports of salaries sometimes are encouraged by the companies.

Fletcher reported he wfas “great­ 
ly encouraged” over the prospects of 
Republican success in the fall elec­ 
tions. 
“I think the issues for the cam­ 
paign are

joined al­ 
ready” said Fletcher. “Some of the 
features of the New Deal are find­ 
ing a growing opposition and peo­ 
ple are beginning to rebel against 
the desire of the administration to 
make some of the so-called emer­ 
gency 
measures, 
permanent 
law. 
This desire on the part of the ad­ 
ministration 
would 
mean putting 
the government further into busi­ 
ness and I find that people are be­ 
ginning to realize that this idea 
is bad.”

Child on the other side.

Dollfuss' 


determination as dictator was to re- 
sist any "anschauff", or union of 
the two countries.

Both rose from the 
lower classes. Hitler, becoming dic- 
tator of Germany, planned for his 
life work a union of Germany and 
Austria, "the Germanic races against 
the rest of the world". 
Dollfuss' 


determination as dictator was to re- 
sist any "anschauff", or union of 
the two countries. At the moment 
Dollfuss is dead and Hitler lives.

THE LIVELY BALL 
The Injury recently suffered by 
Babe R uth in Cleveland can prob­ 
ably be blamed on the lively ball 
being used this season in the majors. 
Many of the fans didn’t even see the 
ball which struck Ruth. They heard 
a rifle like report as Gehrig took a 
full swing and the next instant saw 
R uth pitch headlong to the ground. 
R u th ’s injury is only one of many 
th at has befallen base runners, in­ 
fielders, and pitchers as a result of 
being struck by batted balls. Guy 
Bush, leading Chicago pitcher, is 
another example. His forced lay-off 
certainly handicapped the Cubs in 
their pennant fight. 
These injuries m ight have been 
even more serious. The ball, with 
the kick of champagne, comes back 
from the batter faster 
than 
Pat 
O’Brien talks. 
The pitchers are in the most dan­ 
gerous spot. They are much closer 
to the batter th an the base runners 
of infielders. Besides, a pitcher in 
his follow through, is not always in 
a position to avoid a ball slapped 
back at him. 
The league heads used good judg­ 
m ent when they finally agreed upon 
a uniform ball last winter, but the 
ball they selected hasn't proved to 
be as satisfactory as they expected. 
The fans like slugging but they like 
to see the sluggers take care of th at 
part of the game. They grow tired 
of seing every Jones, Sm ith, and 
Brown from the Class D Leagues 
slaughter the star pitchers. 
The lively ball advocates 
claim 
th a t the star pitchers aren’t affected 
by the lively ball. They point out 
Hubbell, Gomez, and Dean as ex­ 
amples. On the other hand, though, 
such batters as Klein, Terry. Col­ 
lins, Hafe.v, and Berger never seem ­ 
ed to be handicapped by the m o r1 
conservative ball. 
So why should the players be en ­ 
dangered by using a ball that really 
removes much of the skill from the 
game? The rabbit ball makes any 
batter who takes a wild swing d an ­ 
gerous at the plate. At

time, a good pitcher is always in 
danger of having 
even 
his 
best 
curves belted out of the i ark. 
Another condition th at will 
be­ 
come noticeable after a few years of 
the lively ball will be the shorter 
careers of the pitchers.

As to requirements: 
"The Railroad Retirement act re- 


quires each employe to contribute 
two per cent ot his.monthly compen- 
sation. At present no contribution 
will exceed six dollars per month. 
Therefore, commencing with 
the 


payrolls for August, 1934, such de- 
ductions will be made semi-monthly 
Irom each officer's and employe's 
compensation, for the purpose of 
paying annuities prescribed by the 
«£t. The company is required to con- 
tribute twice as much as the em- 
ploye contributes. 


"The company is also -required to 


deduct the employe's contribution 
from his pay check and to pay It and 
the company's contribution to the 
government." 


As to the company's pension plan: 
"Inasmuch as the government has 
set up a. compulsory pension plan, 
the existing plan o£ the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad company lias been re- 
vised effective August 1 so that no 
pensions to take effect after August 
1, 1934, will be authorized under the 
company's plan.

E. ck A. division officials announc- 


ed that 60 of the divisoin's 1,683 em- 
ployes will be 65 years of age or 
over on August 1 who today began 
making agreemnts with the com- 
pany for longer service. None of 
the 60 -will have reached the age of 
70 on that date. 


In a statement issued by District j 


Attorney M. I,. Alley, it is pointed 
out to Lawrence County citizens that

The home owner is led to believe 
that enough "commission" will be 
forthcoming to pay for the remodel- 
ing of his own home, 


"The victim is asked to sign a 


"working agreement" which accord- 
ing to the salesman "is only a per- 
mit to come upon the premises and 
to get? started with the 
work." 
It- 


turns out however to be much more 
serious than a "working agreement." 
It contains a Judgment note for 
liquidated damages for several hun- 
dred dollars, which prevents

made by representatives unless it 
be incorporated in the written agree- 
ment. This stipulation prevents ths 
home ,owner from collecting •. any 
"commissions" which the promoters 
have promised. The victim signs also 
a judgment note which is usually 
upwards of $1,000. He Is frequently 
surprised to find that this judg- 
ment note exists. The 
victim 
is 


usually appraised of this fact when 
judgment is entered 
against 
his 


property in Lawrence County. The 
note is also filed in a district coun- 
ty from which execution IB started 
against the victim's personal prop- 
erty in 
Lawrence 
County. This 


means that the victim must defend 
himself by employing out-of-town 
lawyers and fight at 
a 
distance 


which involves a great deal of ex- 
pense and loss of time. 


"These promoters have been op- 
erating throughout Western Penn- 
sylvania and have been under In- 
vestigation in other counties as well 
as in Lawrence County. Their activ- 
ities to date, as far as we have been 
able to discover, fall short of being 
of the nature which 
this 
office 


could take cognizance. Irresponsible 
agents usually are employed. The 
victim's remedy is an action at law 
in the civil court. 


"We are taking this opportunity 


however to warn home and property 
owners of Lawrence County to be 
on their guard against home re- 
modeling racketeers, and to advise 
them to refrain from signing any 
such agreements except upon the 
advice of and in the presence of, 
their lawyer."
